DIRECTOR’S MEETING 


CANADA’S NEW LINK WITH ALASKA 


The directors of the Chauvin Ag¬ 
ricultural Society met in A. E. 
Keith’s office Saturday, March 
7th Presiddent Dr. Folkins in the 
chair. 

Minutes: The minutes of pre¬ 
vious meeting were read and on 
motion of J. Tooth—E. A. Pit¬ 
man were adopted. 

Trees: Mr. Pitman report < 1 
that the committee thought it ad¬ 
visable to prej are the land for 
trees this year, by breaking- fal¬ 
low it next year, and plant the 
trees the following year. 

Seed Fair: The seed fair com¬ 
mittee reported that the fair had 
been held on February 28. That 
it had been found unnecessary to 
build any additional poultry 
crates and strongly advised that 
the present crates be put in the 
the exhibition immediately after 
the fall fair. 

Grain: Mr. Petrie was the di¬ 
rector in charge of the grains re¬ 
ports that judging was done in 
good time. That sales were bet¬ 
ter than in previous years; and 
suggested that Rhe exhibitors be 
advised to be more careful in 
ticketing their exhibits. 

Poultry: Mr. Rvall reported 
that he had had charge of the 
poultry section. That the exhib¬ 
it was smaller than in previous 
years, but that the exhibitors had 
sold practically all their surplus 
stock. 

Presidents Remarks: The pres¬ 
ident expressed his surprise that 
in a district where people were 
supposed bo be interested in 
“better farming” that so few 
should exhibit at a fair whose 
pudpose was to that end. 

Report Prizewinners: It was 
also sugested that in giving the 
report of the fair to the press 
that more stress should be layed 
on the winners of sweepstakes, 
that some people did not realize 
that the sweepstakes in poultry 
meant the best birds over all 
breeds. Potatoes and grain the 
same, and to make a note of the 
exhibitors which were eligible to 
compete for tht sweepstake.

I T is not many years since Alaska 
was one of those countries 
whose geographical location was 
indicated with a grandiloquent 
sweep of the arm northwards. It 
has always been a land of mystery, 
romance and adventure. It has 
provided the theme for the thrill¬ 
ing tales of novelists and the stir¬ 
ring poems of northern bards. But 
even though the days of the chech- 
ako and the sourdough is done, the 
brief but active span of the Dan¬ 
gerous Dan Magrews and the Lady 
Lou’s, matters of historical refer¬ 
ence, the lure of Alaska has not 
waned, but is as appealing as ever 
to the hearts of men and women 
wherein a bit of romance lurks, 
and that means to everyone. 

Alaska is no longer a far off 
country. It is a very near neigh¬ 
bor to Canada. It will be even 
nearer this summer. Mr. J. E. 
Dalrymple, Traffic Vice-President 
of the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways, has announced that com¬ 
mencing on June 22nd, the com¬ 
pany will inaugurate a weekly 
steamship service between Prince 
Rupert and Alaska and that the 
oil-burning steamships, “Prince 
George” and “Prince Rupert,” 
which have already established a 
reputation as being among the 
best-appointed vessels on the Paci¬ 
fic Coast, will be engaged in this 
new service. 

Going northward the ships will 
reach Prince Rupert at 10.30 on 
Wednesday morning, following the 
Monday of sailing from Vancouver, 
and tourists will be given an op¬ 
portunity to see something of this 
new Pacific port, as the steamer 


possessing many associations with 
the period when Alaska was a 
Russian possession. The next 
point touched will be Juneau, the 
capital of Alaska, and a modern 
city with good motor roads and 
many points of interest, including 
the Mendenhall Glacier and mines 
which have made this country fam¬ 
ous. On the way from Wrangell to 
Juneau there will be an opportun¬ 
ity to see the grandeur of Taku 
Inlet and the famous Taku Glacier, 
over a mile wide and 90 miles long. 

The ships will arrive at Skagwny 
at seven o’clock Friday morning 
and will remain there until seven 
o’clock Saturday night, thus giving 
ample opportunity to passengers 
to see this famous town and to 
visit White Horse and the Atlin 
Lake District. On the south-bound 
journey the steamers will reach 
Vancouver at nine o’clock Wednes¬ 
day morning, making a complete 
ten-day round trip. 

In addition to the Alaskan trip, 
the tri-weekly service between 
Vancouver and Prince Rupert will 
be maintained and also a semi¬ 
weekly service to Anyox and Stew¬ 
art on the Portland Canal, which 
service has been in effect for some 
time past. The establishment by 
the Canadian National Railways 
of this Alaska steam-boat service 
will meet the demands of many 
tourists, and will be a fitting cli¬ 
max to the famous Triangle Four, 
comprising Jasper National Park, 
the Rockies, the Coast Range and 
the water voyage through the 
“Norway of America.” 


Some of the scenes along this 
magnificent sea voyage are 
shown in the photographs: 

(1) A view of Skagway, 
Alaska, where visitors will be 
given ample time to see this 
famous town and also to visit 
White Horse and the Atlin Lake 
district. 

(2) A beautiful sunset scene 
on the Lynn Canal, which the 
steamships Prince Rupert and 
Prince George will thread on 
their journey into the Land of 
the Midnight Sun. 

13) The Taku Glacier, one 
mile wide and ninety miles long 
—one of the largest and most 
beautiful glaciers in the world. 

(4) The Prince Rupert, 
which, with the Prince George, 
will be used in the Vancouver- 
Prince Rupert-AIaska service 
this summer. These boats are 
oil-burners and are among the 
finest appointed vessels in the 
Pacific Coast service.

OF ALBERTA IN 

HIGH STANDING 

Mr. L. B. Nicholson arrived 
back from the convention of mu¬ 
nicipal secretaries last Saturday. 

He reports having enjoyed a very 
helpful session at Calgary last 
Wednesday and Thursday. The 
invention being well attended, 
and the matters discussed be¬ 
ing strictly relative to the secret¬ 
arial work of the municipalities. 

Local secretaries in attendance 
were -1. Dempsey of Vale; W. 
Tronfield of Sefton; J. Menzins 
of Wellington, and L. B. Nichol¬ 
son io/f Merton. 

Municipal districts of Alberta 
are in ihe best fiiianciaai condi¬ 
tion in the history of the prov¬ 
ince. 

Sixty-eight municipal districts 
did not borrow for either school 
or municipal purposes last year. ’•* $ 

Of the remaining 101 muni?.,j- 
al districts, which did borrow, all 
but 29 re-paid the loans before 
the end of the year. 

Twenty-seven municipal Dis- V 

tricts had a cash surplus amount¬ 
ing to $375,000 for last year 

These facts, constituting one of 
rf i O mo as i op tin) iStic ’■ <liLvi 
aging reports issued in Alhertia 
for several years, were disclosed 
by A. F. Fiddler. Inspector for 
department of municipal affairs, 
in a brief address before the sec¬ 
retaries of the municipal districts 
in convention at Calgary Thurs¬ 
day, March 19th. 

“ T never saw the municipal dis- W ; 
tricts of Alberta in better 
shape than they are today,” 
declared Mr. Fiddler, “and I 
doubt if they were ever in better 
condition, financially. Our re¬ 
port. is not quite complete yet’, but 
these figures 1 have quoted are 
some of the most outstanding. 

There will be other equally en¬ 
couraging features contained in , 
the 'full report. 

Mr Fiddler expressed the opin¬ 
ion that municipalities would 
find it more economical to pay 
experienced secretaries more 
miouey Ilian tlo hire inexperienced > 
men at smaller salaries.

WESTERN LAMB 

BREEDER’S OPPORTUNITY 


There is a possibility that an 
excellent market will develop in 
Eastern Canada, 'more particular¬ 
ly in Ontario, for western lambs 
for finishing purposes. A trial is 
being made this year in the feed¬ 
ing of several car-loads of west¬ 
ern range lambs by the Swift 
Canadian Company at Toronto. 
Mr. A. A. MacMillan, Chief of the 
Sheep and Swine Division of the 
Liv*e Stock Branch at Ottawa, 
after examining the lambs being 
fed lilound a number of them lack¬ 
ing in desirable mutton conform¬ 
ation, in being too long in leg, 
neck, and body. MV. MacMillan 
drew] attention to these observa¬ 
tions when addressing the Sas¬ 
katchewan Sheep Breeder’s As¬ 
sociation at their annual meeting 
this year, and advised them that 
a profitable opening Is to develop 
for western lambs provided they 
are of the proper mutton type. 
The market is becoming more and 
m'ore discriminating in favour of' 
wlell-finished lambs weighing not 
over one hundred pounds. Not 
only do the shorter legged, thick 
bodied lairnbs finish into a better 
selling product but they incline 
to easier feeding. Mr. MacMillan 
prophesied a hopeful future for 
the western sheep iraiser who will 
give attention to the quality of 
the stock he is able to turn out.

BEES DO WELL AT LACOMBE 
EXPERIMENTAL FARM 


That bee keeping in central Al¬ 
berta can be made a success by 
any who will take an interest! in 
bees, has been fully demonstrat¬ 
ed at the Dominion Experimental 
Farm at Lacombe. At this station 
a few colonies of bees have been 
kept for the past six years. Dur¬ 
ing the summer of 1921, eleven 
colonies averaged 109 lbs each, 
with 207 lbs from one colony. 

This year on account of the dry 
weather which prevented nectar 
front developing in the flowers, 
and the later Cold wet weather, 
the yield will probably not be so 
high. 

The country around Lacombe 
is partily wooded and the open 
country and brush land produces 
practically the same wild flowers 
as are common around Chauvin. 

This winter at Lacombe thirty- 
five colonies have been put in to 
winter quarters. Part of these 
are being wintered in the base¬ 
ment under the office, and part 
in boxes packed with 8 inches of 
cut straw between the box and 
tihe hives. From the experience 
of former winters it is believed 
that that have been wintered in 
the open have done the best as 
they are able to fly much earlier 
in the spring and also' come 
through the winter in quite as 
strong condition as the bees win¬ 
tered in tihe baseiment. where at! 
times it is a litttle too warm. 

Bees do not become entirely' 
torpid in the winter Like other 
insects but they generate heat 
and consume ilhe stores. In cold| 
weather the bees form a compact 
spherical cluster. A successful 
wintering depends principally 
upon the number of bees in the 
cluster, the youth of the bees, suf¬ 
ficient and wholesome stores and 
protection from extreme cold or 
dampness. When good protec¬ 
tion is provided the bees do not 
need to produce so much heat, 
consequently less stores are con¬ 
sumed and there is less drawn 
from the vitality of the bees.. 

STARTING IN BEES 

Before starting to keep bee 
tlie beginner should, if possible, 
get in touch with some neighbor 
who has had experience with bees 
and who is willing to explain tli 
methods of managing colonies. 

Most of the Agricultural Col 
leges now put on courses in bee 
keeping where valuable informa¬ 
tion may be obtained. Where 
neither of ;tlhe former advantages 
can be taken advantage of. the 
beginner can procure, at a very 
moderate cost, several excellent 
books and bee journals that treat 
in full detail the different fea¬ 
tures of bee keeping. A list of 
these books can be obtained from 
any of the experiment! farms. 

Early spring is the best time 
to (make a start with bees, the 
earlier the better after the first 
buds have started to come out on 
the trees. 

Within the last few* years it 
has been found that excellent 
success can be obtained live bees 
i l n comjbless packages, in specially 
constructed cages. In this way 
al 1 danger of shipping foul breed 
is eliminated. Without a doubt 
this is the best method to use in 
this ocality for starting an apiary 
and it is also economical as a 
honey crop can nearly always be 
relied on the first season. 

Bees are usually Shipped in one 
two and three pound packages, 
with a queen in each package. 


The two pound package contain 
ing about 10,000 bees is the most 
favored. These can be secured 
at! frolm four to five dollars per 
package with safe delivery 
guaranteed. 

In addition to the bees a be¬ 
ginner will need two hives com¬ 
plete with frames and flounda- 
ation, some extra supers with 
frames and foundation for plac¬ 
ing the hiVes as the season ad¬ 
vances, a bee smoker and a veil, 
need not be expensive, and he 
should avoid purchasing unnec¬ 
essary supplies until he becoimes 
conversant with what is needed.

bees can be wade quite profit¬ 
able even in small towns and cities 
for the bees will travel long- dis¬ 
tances in search of nectar, and 
there is no reason why a few colo¬ 
nies should not find a place on 
every form in the country as well 
as a flock of poultry., 

Many women are debarred from 
keepin gbieee through fear of 
stings, but if the bees are proper¬ 
ly handled and tlhe 
wears veil and gloves there 
very little danger from 
souce, Should a sting be re 
ceived it should he at once 
ed out and not pulled with 
finger and thumb as this wdllj 
all the poison into the wound. 
After a few^. stings, however 
usually becomes immune and lit¬ 
tle notice is taken of them. 

A certain amount of hard work 
in attached to beekeeping espec¬ 
ially when the crop is being re¬ 
moved, this. however, can be re¬ 
duced by the use of small (shal¬ 
low) supers for the surplus honey. 
However there should be little 
difficulty in getting a man to lift 
off the supers when they ere 
ready. Wintering outdoors in 
packing cases does awlay with a 
lot of heavy lifting and carrying. 

' Beekeeping on a small scale 
dioes not require a great deal of 
time or labor, butt it is necesary 
to give attention to details— 
another reason why beekeeping 
should appeal to women. The 
bees need verv little attention but 


the little they do need Must be 
given at the proper time, and un¬ 
less one is prepared to give them 
this attention, they cannot be 
made profitable. ,

PRUNING 


of the tree is severely headed 
back at planting, all main 
branches of the young tree being 
cut back about one-half their 
length. 

The growing prairie fruit tree 
is not pruned severely. All dead 
wood is to be kept out; all broken 
cut off cleanly; all cross branches 
that interfere with neighboring 
bran Plies lent off; and all wounds 
trimmed with a sharp knife. The 
most severe trimming is done on 
the east side so that the tree will 
be sturdy and w|ell developed on 
the west from whence comes so 
much of the wind. 

All wounds over one-half inch 
in diameter may with advantage 
be treated with some material to 
prevent drying out and to ward 
riff infection with, funguous dis¬ 
eases. If wound is likely to have 
infection it is well to spray the 
wounds with Bordeau x mixture 
ok Wash the wood but not the 
bark) with a 1:1000 solution of 
corrosive sublimate, and then 
cover the wound with warm (not 
hat) grafting Wax, with tar or 
with white lead dand oil (without 
turpent itne) paint.

Early spring is the time for 
pruning. It is the most favorable 
time for general pruning of grow¬ 
ing trees, and it also the season 
for tree planting, which entails 
special pruning. 

Raspberry canes and currant 
bushes should be cut back to 
short stubs at the time of plant¬ 
ing. Raspberry canes are cut to 
within four inches of the ground, 
and currant hushes are cut so as 
to have no long branches but rat¬ 
her a semi-circle of short stubs. 
This treatment; encourages favor¬ 
able root development with sub¬ 
sequent vigorous grlowtli of 
sturdy bush or stool of icanes. 
Gooseberries are frequently not 
cut back so severely as currants. 

In tree planting all broken roots 
are clipped off with a sharp knife 
Have the tree under the left arm 
and cut away under the root and 
outwards. This will stimulate 
a branching growth of boots 
which tend to extend laterally 
raflher than downwards. The. top
